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MINUTES  OF  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

MONDAY  EVENING,  JUNE  12,  1939 


The  Advisory  Council  met  in  Department  Headquarters  at  Spaulding 
Hotel  at  7:30  o’clock  Monday  Evening.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Department  President  Bessie  Hart.  All  joined  in  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

Number  of  officers  and  members  present  fifteen.  A  letter  from  John 
A.  Logan  Circle  No.  7  Lafayette  read.  It  recommended  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Indiana  adopt  a  budget  system.

TUESDAY  MORNING,  JUNE  13,  1939 

The  Forty-sixth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Department  of  Indiana, 
Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  convened  in  Eagles  Hall, 
Michigan  City,  Indiana,  at  10  a.  m.  Sister  Bessie  Hart  Department  Presi¬ 
dent  called  the  Convention  to  order.  She  was  requested  to  retire  and  as 
Sister  Irene  Compton,  accompanied  by  Sister  Catherine  Manson  at  the 
piano  sang  “I  Love  You  Truly,”  Patty  Lou  Compton  assistant  Page  and 
Mascot  entered  the  hall  carrying  a  basket  of  red  Carnations  tied  with 
blue  and  white  tulle  ribbon  with  inscription,  “Bessie’s  Convention  1939” 
in  gold  letters,  a  gift  from  Sister  Hart’s  Circle,  T.  W.  Bennett,  No.  23. 
With  Color  Bearers  as  escorts  Sister  Anna  Davis,  Past  Department 
President,  escorted  Sister  Hart  to  platform  and  introduced  her  to  Con¬ 
vention,  who  greeted  her  with  a  most  hearty  welcome.

Doors  were  closed,  pass  word  taken,  reading  of  Scripture  by  De¬ 
partment  Chaplain  Gladys  Gordnier  followed  by  Lord’s  Prayer.  Our 
Flag  was  presented,  we  were  led  in  pledge  to  the  Flag  and  American’s 
Creed  by  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  Wilda  Snyder.

President’s  Club,  Anna  Davis  and  all  of  her  Official  Family,  Sister 
Hart  presented  a  leather  coin  purse  having  “Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  Department  of  Indiana,”  and  the  name  of  the  one 
receiving  it  in  gold  letters,  each  purse  containing  a  bright  silver  dollar. 

Convention  was  again  called  to  order  and  Sister  Hart  read  a  most 
concise  and  interesting  report  of  her  year’s  work.  Moved  by  Lida  Man- 
son,  seconded  by  Sister  Anna  Davis,  this  fine  report  accepted  with 
thanks.  Motion  carried.  Moved  by  Sister  Frances  Meyer,  seconded  by 
Sister  Josephine  Glass,  all  other  reports  be  accepted  as  read  and  re¬ 
ferred  to  committees.  Motion  carried.

Sister  Pearl  Cook,  Past  National  President  to  President’s  Station,  who 
introduced  her  and  asked  that  we  give  her  a  hearty  welcome. 

Interesting  reports  were  read  by  following  Officers  and  referred  to 
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Committee.  Senior  Vice-President,  Patriotic  Instructor,  Chaplain,  Sec¬ 
retary  Treasurer  and  Counselor. 

Sister  Lida  Manson  reported,  as  the  Registrar  was  unable  to  attend 
Convention.  She  had  brought  her  report  and  turned  it  over  to  the 
Committee. 

In  her  remarks  to  the  Convention  the  National  President,  Edwina 
P.  Trigg,  emphasized  the  necessity  of  filling  out  the  eligibility  blanks 
of  each  member  and  the  record  of  the  Veteran  on  whom  this  eligibility 
is  based  and  sending  them  to  the  Department  Registrar  to  be  filed 
for  future  reference.  Motion  made  and  carried.  We  adjourned. 

TUESDAY  AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Department  President  Bessie

Gordneir,  who  introduced  the  Reverend  Stewart  Long,  Pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Michigan  City,  who  offered  prayer  and  later 
gave  a  splendid  Memorial  Address.  Mr.  Leonard  Smith  and  Miss 
Florence  Smith  sang  “In  the  Garden  of  Tomorrow”  in  a  most  lovely 
manner. 

A  vase  was  placed  on  each  side  of  the  Altar  in  which  flowers 
were  placed  for  Comrades  and  Past  Department  Presidents  who  had 
passed  away  during  the  past  year  and  Candles  were  lighted  by  the 
President  of  each  Circle  as  the  names  of  their  departed  Sisters  were 
read.  Taps  were  sounded  by  Sister  Wilda  Snyder,  which  closed  a  very 
beautiful  and  impressive  Memorial  service. 

Sister  Hart  thanked  the  Chaplain  and  complimented  her  on  this 
fine  Service.  Sister  Gladys  said,  “She  had  donated  all  that  had  been 
used  in  the  Service  and  was  glad  if  the  Convention  was  pleased.”

We  attended  the  Dedication  Service  of  the  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
where  a  beautiful  Granite  Bench  placed  on  the  extension  grounds 
south  of  the  Capitol  Building,  was  presented  by  Alma  Spreckner, 
National  Patriotic  Instructor.  This  was  accepted  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Robert  E.  O’Brian,  who  represented  the  Governor.  After 
this  service  we  attended  the  meeting  of  the  National  Federated  Pa¬ 
triotic  Societies.

SUNDAY  EVENING 

Alemorial  Service  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  held 
in  the  Shrine  Temple  Auditorium.  Music  by  the  United  States  Ma¬ 
rine  Band  and  Shrine  Chanters  of  Iowa.  One  very  beautiful  part  of 
the  Service,  was  the  formation  of  a  Star.  On  the  stage  a  large  five 
sided  floral  piece  of  Pink  Sweet  Peas  representing  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  was  placed  on  a  large  Easel,  the  Master  of 
Ceremonies,  Robert  O’Brian,  escorted  Dr.  Mennett,  Commander-in- 
Chief,  over  to  this  Emblem  and  as  the  names  of  the  National  Presi¬ 
dent  or  Commander  of  each  Allied  Organization,  was  called  thev 
were  escorted  over  to  this  Emblem  and  placed  a  triangular  Floral 
piece  of  different  colors  of  flowers  and  having  the  initials  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  on  it,  on  each  of  the  five  sides,  when  the  emblem  was 
completed  it  respresented  the  Star  on  the  Grand  Army  Badge.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  Memorial  Service,  Benediction  was  pro¬ 
nounced,  taps  were  sounded  and  we  were  dismissed. 

MONDAY  MORNING 

Was  taken  up  with  meeting  of  Advisory  Council,  Registration 
and  other  Committees.

Love  gifts  from  the  National  Heads  of  the  Allied  Organization 
to  the  Grand  Army  were  presented  to  Dr.  Mennett.  He  accepted 
these  gifts  in  a  most  grateful  manner,  saying  that  due  to  their  de¬ 
pleted  treasure,  the  Grand  Arm}^  could  not  carry  on,  without  the  sup¬ 
port  of  their  allied  organizations.  At  this  time  our  National  Presi¬ 
dent,  Orphia  Whitaker,  presented  Dr.  Mennett  a  beautiful  Flag  and 
Standard.

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WEDNESDAY  MORNING 

The  President  finished  her  report  and  some  of  the  decisions 
of  the  Advisory  Council  were  read  and  discussed.  At  ten  o’clock  we 
adjourned  that  we  might  witness  the  72nd  Annual  Parade  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  It  was  truly  a  grand  parade — our 
Comrades  smiling  and  waving  their  hands  as  the  crowd  applaud¬ 
ed  when  they  passed,  some  riding  and  thirty-five  walking  with  Dr. 
Stone  of  Indiana  in  this  group.  According  to  the  report  there  were 
less  than  200  registered.  At  noon  the  delegates  were  entertained  at 
a  lovely  luncheon  given  by  the  Department  of  Iowa  each  guest  re¬ 
ceiving  many  lovely  favors. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON 

The  Advisory  Council  finished  reading  their  decisions,  many  de¬ 
cisions  of  vital  importance  were  passed  and  you  are  referred  to  Na¬ 
tional  General  Orders  No.  1  Supplement.  We  then  proceeded  elec¬ 
tion  of  Officers.  The  President,  Senior  Vice-President  were  elect¬ 
ed.  A  committee  called  and  informed  us  that  Robert  M.  Round  of 
Ripley,  New  York,  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief  and  that  the 
1939  National  Encampment  would  be  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

WEDNESDAY  EVENING

rium.  Music  by  the  Marine  Band.  The  outstanding  features  were 
remarks  made  by  Dr.  Mennett,  Commander-in-Chief,  Judge  Willett, 
Past  National  Commander  and  James  D.  McConaghi,  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Gettysburg  National  Park. 

He  spoke  of  the  Blue  and  Gray  reunion  at  Gettysburg.  After  the 
benediction  and  taps  sounded  all  who  wished  were  invited  to  re¬ 
main  and  see  some  pictures  taken  of  the  Blue  and  Gray  Reunion, 
which  was  very  interesting.

REPORT  OF  VISITING  COMMITTEE 
INDIANA  STATE  SOLDIERS’  HOME 

On  the  high  banks  overlooking  the  valley  of  the  Wabash  River 
from  the  West,  Indiana  has  provided  a  State  Soldiers’  Home  for  its 
veterans  of  all  wars,  their  wives  and  widows. 

A  beautiful  winding  road  leads  from  State  road  No.  43,  five  miles 
north  of  Lafayette  to  the  high  bluff  where,  on  a  tract  of  land  of 
approximately  250  acres,  the  Home  is  laid  out  in  an  inner  and  outer 
circle  with  the  houses  built  in  a  setting  of  shrubs  and  flowers. 

Less  than  four  miles  to  the  northeast  is  the  Tippecanoe  bat¬ 
tlefield  where,  in  the  early  morning  of  Nov.  11,  1811,  William  Henry 
Harrison,  then  Governor  of  Indiana  Territory,  later  President  of 
the  United  States,  defeated  the  followers  of  Tecumseh  and  the  Proph¬ 
et  in  the  greatest  Indian  battle  ever  fought  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  State. 

There  could  be  no  more  picturesque  nor  appropriate  site  for 
a  home  for  the  soldiers  of  Indiana  and  their  dependents. 

Creation  of  the  Soldiers’  Home 

At  the  annual  department  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  at  Indianapolis  in  1886,  there  was  begun  a  movement 
for  the  creation  of  a  State  Soldiers’  Home.  The  encampment  of  1891 
appointed  a  committee  to  promote  such  a  home,  consisting  of  14  men. 
On  July  8,  1892  this  committee  accepted  the  offer  of  the  citizens  of 
Tippecanoe  County  of  the  present  site  of  the  Home — then  a  tract 
of  woodland  of  187  acres.  The  city  of  Lafayette  added  55  acres  and 
Colonel  Richard  P.  DeHart  gave  a  river  frontage  of  nearly  a  half 
mile.  In  addition  $5,633  was  received  from  the  citizens  of  Tippe¬ 
canoe  County  for  the  devlopment  of  the  Home. 

The  main  buildings  consist  of  the  Administration  Building;  of¬ 
fices  of  Commandant,  Adjutant  and  Engineer;  Assembly  Hall  for 
religious  services,  entertainments,  etc;  a  large  dining  room;  Widows’ 
home,  erected  in  1905  with  a  capacity  of  100;  Old  People’s  Building 
with  a  capacity  of  30  couples;  Hospital  with  250  beds,  operating 
room  and  X-Ray  machine.  The  patients  are  given  the  best  of  med¬ 
ical  and  surgical  care.  The  hospital  also  has  a  nice  large  sunroom 
where  programs  are  held;  each  Tuesday  a  musical  and  each  Thurs¬ 
day  religious  services. 

In  the  Library  are  158  portraits  of  prominent  Americans  paint¬ 
ed  by  Captain  Alexander  Lowrie.  In  1905,  at  the  age  of  76,  Captain

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Lowrie  started  painting  this  collection  of  portraits  of  American 
generals  and  other  noted  characters.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  is 
that  of  Wm.  T.  Sherman.  Captain  Lowrie  died  Feb.  15,  1917. 

A  very  neat  and  attractive  cottage  is  provided  for  the  nurses 
and  hospital  staff. 

The  laundry  is  complete  in  every  way,  with  modern  machinery 
and  plenty  of  windows  for  light  and  air.  A  new  Greenhouse  is  under 
construction.  Also  the  hospital  annex  is  being  made  into  a  Widows’ 
Home  with  102  rooms.  This  is  for  those  who  are  not  so  well.  This 
new  addition  has  a  large  dining  room  and  kitchen.  The  granite  utensils 
have  all  been  replaced  with  aluminum  and  everything  is  up-to-date 
in  every  respect. 

The  members  of  the  Home  consist  of  one  Civil  War  Veteran  and 
116  widows.  Spanish  War,  61  men  and  81  widows.  World  War,  192 
men  30  widows;  serving  in  the  Philippines,  5  men  and  2  widows;  in  the 
Indian  Wars,  3  men  and  no  widows. 

As  these  veterans,  wives  and  widows  pass  away  they  are  laid 
to  rest  in  the  beautiful  cemetery,  with  military  honors  and  each  has 
a  government  marker,  all  of  uniform  size.  On  Memorial  Day  on 
each  grave  is  placed  a  small  American  flag.  There  are  now  1,600 
graves. 

The  Home  grounds  are  beautiful  with  flowers  from  early  spring 
until  frost.  An  electrically-lighted  fountain,  installed  in  1927,  makes 
a  beautiful  display  on  summer  evenings  and  visitors  drive  for  miles 
to  see  it.  The  American  flag  portrayed  in  flowers  is  beautiful  as  is 
also  the  emblem  of  the  American  Legion,  Spansh-American  and 
Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  These  floral  displays  are  works  of  art 
and  words  cannot  describe  their  beauty. 

A  fully  equipped  fire  engine  insures  immediate  protection  from 
fire  at  all  times. 

A  central  heating  plant  provides  heat  and  comfort  to  all  build¬ 
ings  and  cottages.  The  power  plant  supplies  water,  light  and  power. 

In  the  beginning  the  management  of  the  institution  was  en¬ 
trusted  to  2  Civil  War  Veterans,  one  Spanish,  one  World  War  and 
one  woman,  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  veteran  of  any  of  these  wars. 

On  Tuesday,  Oct.  18,  1938,  inspection  was  held  by  Commander 
Stone  of  Kokomo,  T.  B.  Henninger  of  Indianapolis  and  Comrade 
Cowin  of  Crawfordsville.  All  Civil  War  Orders  were  represented  and 
39  registered  at  the  Adjutant  General’s  headquarters.  The  main 
dining  room  was  inspected  at  11:00  a.  m.  and  at  noon  the  visitors 
ate  dinner  at  the  hospital,  the  meal  consisting  of  roast  pork,  browned 
potatoes  and  gravy,  spinach,  sliced  tomatoes,  rye,  white  and  brown 
bread,  strawberry  preserves,  pumpkin  pie,  coffee  and  milk. 

All  buildings  were  found  in  perfect  order,  with  cleanliness 
everywhere.

AND  SAILORS  ORPHANS’  HOME 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Forty-Sixth  Convention, 

Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic: 

M}^  day  spent  at  the  Knightstown  Home,  as  chairman  of  the 
Visiting  Committee,  was  indeed  enjoyable.  Sisters  Etta  Moore,  of 
Peru,  and  Lula  David,  of  Muncie,  were  present  and  also  served  as 
committee  members. 

All  organizations  were  represented,  over  fifty  people  being  pre- 
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sent.  Two  Grand  Army  men  were  with  us,  Comrade  Joseph  B.  Hen- 
ninger,  assistant  adjutant  general  of  Indiana,  and  Comrade  A.  L. 
Akers,  commander  of  Boothroyd  Post.  This  was  my  third  visit  to  the 
home  as  inspector,  and  each  time  I  have  come  away  grateful  to  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cortner  for  their  gracious  hospitality. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  here  to  properly  educate  the  children 
and  to  round  out  this  education  with  a  practical  knowledge  of  some 
trade  or  the  development  of  a  talent.

We  visited  all  parts  of  the  house  and  were  pleased  to  see  only 
three  patients  in  the  hospital.  At  noon  a  lovely  dinner  was  served, 
after  which  we  were  entertained  at  a  marionette  show  given  by  the 
Opportunity  Class.  The  music  provided  was  very  good — a  concert  by 
the  school  band  and  accordion  playing  by  the  girls.  Before  leaving. 
Sister  Lula  David  presented  a  bunting  flag  for  the  Ladies  of  the 
Grand  Army. 

This  was  a  happy  day  for  us,  and  we  wish  to  thank  Sister  Bessie 
Hart,  our  Department  President  for  honoring  us  in  this  way.

Convention  Assembled: 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  joint  opening  session  of  the  six 
organizations  present  at  this  convention  here  and  I  would  not  be  able 
to  speak  in  person,  I  take  this  means  of  reporting  to  you  on  the 
Indiana  State  Soldiers’  Home.  ^ 

The  Home  is  located  four  and  one-half  miles  north  of  Lafayette 
on  Road  43,  180  feet  above  the  Wabash  River  and  a  winding  gradual 
climb  of  one-half  mile  concrete  highway  leads  to  its  entrance.  The 
grounds  and  its  location  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  Indiana  and 
consists  of  263  acres  and  92  buildings. 

We  have  expended  in  the  past  two  years  $30,000  for  materials, 
$81,000  in  W.  P.  A.  labor  for  improvements  to  buildings  and  grounds. 
July  1st  a  contract  will  be  let  for  a  tunnel  heating  system  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $130,000,  the  first  major  improvement  since  1926. 

A  new  cemetery  in  connection  with  the  present  cemetery  will  be 
completed  this  summer.  Some  1600  men  and  women  sleep  on  these 
grounds. 

Membership  of  the  Home  at  the  present  time  consists  of  527  in 
addition  to  100  civilian  employees.  There  are  2  Civil  War  veterans, 
128  Civil  War  women,  68  Spanish  War  veterans,  83  Spanish  War 
women,  307  World  War  veterans,  33  World  War  women,  4  Indian 
War  veterans,  2  Mexican  Border  veterans. 

Clean  Beds,  adequate  and  wholesome  food,  a  fine  140  bed  hospital 
which  now  has  70  patients  and  shaded  lawns  about  the  Home  give  the 
members  rest  and  comfort. 

Members  are  permitted  to  come  and  go  practically  at  their  discre¬ 
tion. 

A  new  bus,  ambulance  and  fire  truck  have  been  purchased  recently. 

We  try  to  be  fair  and  impartial  in  the  management  of  the  Home 
and  in  carrying  out  the  rules  of  the  same. 

You  are  invited  to  visit  the  Home  at  any  time  between  the  hours 
of  9:00  a.  m.  and  9:00  p.  m.
